Long With Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Davis was past 59 years of age. 


'He was born on August 31, 1852, _at 
Shelby, 0., removing when a lad with 
his parents to Crestline, 0., where his 
education was obtained. On December 1, 
1872, he took employment as yard clerk 
with the Pennsylvania railroad at Great- 
line and on April 30, 1875, was trans- 
ferred to Fort Wayne in the same ca- 
pacity, being promoted on April 10, 1881 
to the' position of general yardmastei 
for the Pennsylvania railroad company 
in this city.

marked and he displayed such ability ii 
its duties that on July 17, 1S93, he wa 
promoted to the position of assistan 
trainmaster of the Wcsten division o 
the company's lines.

Early Registration Results. 


Figures available from the first registration of Indi- 


ana voters on Thursday, indicate that a total of something 
less than half the voters of the state took the pains to en- 
roll themselves on the eligible list, but it is difficult to un- 
derstand by what course of reasoning the apparent apathy 
on the first registration day can be taken as condemnatory 
of the new statute. The law mav be crude, and may re- 
quire amendment, but it is aiming at the right sort of 
thing—purity of the ballot. 


AH things considered, the result would seem, rather, 


to be fairly satisfactory. The law is a new one, and its 
provisions"are not yet fully understood. There somehow 
gained foothold an impression in various quarters that 
registration requirement applied only to the newer voters, 
and that those who had lived long in any precinct were-ex- 
empt. Time will be required for a thorough understand- 
ing of the law by all the voters. The first registration day 
also came at a time when the rural voters could leave then- 
work only at great inconvenience and travel the mile or 
miles to the registration place. As a result, many thou- 
sands of them doubtless concluded to await the later regis- 
tration days in September and October. City voters, 
with easier access to the registration places, responded 
more generally.

far as the coming election is concerned, and the voter who 


• either fails or refuses to register because it is some little 


.trouble to do so, will regret it when he is denied the privil- 
ege of voting in November. It is doubtless true _ that _ in 
many communities in Indiana the need for a registration 
law as a safeguard to the integrity of elections is not 


needed—but there are others which need it, and need it 
badly. The whole state ought to be willing to register if it 
shall be the means of forestalling frauds in any quarter of 
it.

BLOCK SIGNAL WORK. 


W. J. Wood, chairman of the state 


railroad commission, has filed with Gov- 
ernor Marshall a report of the work done 
by the fitate commission the first year 
under the operation of the act of the 
general assembly of 1011, giving the com- 
mission power to order the construction 
of block signal systems on railroads. The 
report shows arrangements have been 
made with twelve railroads to install 
702 miles of automatic block signal sys- 
tem this calendar year, at an approxi- 
mate cost of $1,168,000. The roads con- 
cerned and the mileage of signals ar- 
ranged for on each are as follows: Penn- 
sylvania lines, four miles; C., H. '& D., 
forty-eight miles; B. & 0. S. W., fifteen 
miles; C. & K. I. and E. &, T. H., sixty- 
four miles; Erie, 167 miles; L. E. & W., 
eighteen miles; Monon, 300 miles; Indi- 
ana Union Traction, eighteen miles; T. 
H., I. & E. traction, fifteen miles; Big 
Four "lines, twenty-seven miles; Grand 
Trunk, eighty-six miles. 


The commission has issued an order 


directing the C., H. & D. to install au- 
tomatic'block signals between Glenwood, 
this state, and the Ohio-state line, and 
permitting the use of the manual con- 
trolled block between this city and Glen- 
wood for another year.
